Crystal using Nintendo's Mobile Adapter. 

This amazing piece of kit enabled Japanese gamers to trade with other Poke nuts just by 
connecting a mobile phone to a Game Boy Color. 

As Japan only uses one mobile phone network, it made it easier for Nintendo to develop for 
the system. Unfortunately, that's not the case in the UK. 

As there are four mobile phone networks in Britain this just wasn't possible, and so Pokemon 
Crystal just uses link cables to transfer data. 



A Unfortunately, US and UK Pokemaniacs can't use A As in previous quests, you'll have to swap 
the Mobile Adapter to trade creatures. Pokemon with a friend using a set of link cables. 


Like all previous Pokemon GB quests, 
you'll be pleased to know that Crystal is 
compatible with Pokemon Stadium 2.

Go 
back to the statue screen and this 
time make sure you head to the 
right to find another dino. 


A Use Sushie to swim around 
the islands and get the Star 
Piece.

Pick 
up the Ultra Stone from Raphael and start 
walking to the right. Deep inside the 
volcano, slide down the pulleys to find a 
Super Block at the end. 


A Go back past the'?' blocks. Walk down 
the stairs to the Save Point below and the 
gold block that you can't smash. Slide left 
on the pulley and leap off to collect the 
class Fire Shield Badge. Equip the Badge 
right away, jump down and walk to the 
left.This volcano is enormous! 


A Fly across the lava using Parakarry. 
Push the blue blocks to stop the lava 
flow. Go left with Parakarry. Push more 
blocks into the lava and fly across with 
Parakarry. Get the Ultra Hammer and 
walk back to the previous room. Smash 
the block that you find. 


A Go down the stairs and use 
Parakarry to fly across and get the Dizzy 
Stomp badge. Go back up and use the 
spring to bounce back to the Save Point. 
Chat to Kolorado, smash the gold block. 
Time for another pulley ride. 


A Jump off the pulley halfway down to 
reach another Super Block. Go back up and 
cross all the way over on the pulley. Enter a 
tunnel and spin fast to run away from the 
spiked block that chases you. Hop across 
the platforms to safety. 


A Walk through the next cave. Push the 
blue cube left and jump on the ledge. 
Smash all the blocks then run away 
quickly. Go right to find a useful Heart 
Refill block. Spin Jump over to the left of 
the Refill block to collect a Star Piece. 


A Go into the right cave where 
Kolorado thinks he's found the treasure. 
Get the Super Shroom and the Maple 
Syrup. Go back to the Refill block and 
take the stairs down to the left. Save 
and prepare fora hot blooded boss. 




A Equip all your anti fire Badges when 
you face the Lava Piranha. Go for the 
Lava Buds first and stick with Sushie's 
water attacks, especially Tidal Wave, as 
fire attacks are useless. Keep your HP 
above 14 and you should prevail. 


A Once both incarnations of the Lava 
Piranha have been beaten follow the Star 
Spirit Misstar as she tries to lead you from 
the erupting volcano.
